young people receive during their adolescent years, 
they nevertheless not show lively faith their daily 
lives after they leave the environment elementary and 
high school. While they attend these schools they assist 
regularly Mass, receive the sacraments, and lead normal 
Catholic lives, but when the influence the school 
removed, too many them seem lack the conviction 
which spurs them the continuance these Catholic 
practices. it, perhaps, because try teach religion 
the same manner which algebra, history, etc., are 
sometimes taught; namely, content that they 
accumulate disordered and illogical mass facts with- 
out making sufficient effort giving the growing boy 
and girl motives for putting into practice the things they 
learn the classroom? The study religion useless 
unless the heart beats unison with the heart the 
Church, and the will inclined practice the virtues 
taught Christ. “Be doers the word, and not 
hearers only, deceiving your own selves” (James 22). 
obtain lasting spiritual results cannot content 
when the pupil can correctly recite the ten command- 
ments give the definitions the attributes God. 
Luther, Calvin, Zwingli and many other the so-called 
“reformers” knew more theology than the Curé Ars, 
but what difference the application that knowl- 
edge, and what difference the results! Our task 
combine the theoretical knowledge with the voluntary 
practice the virtues. This makes for solid faith, and 
practical Catholic life and influence. Certainly co-oper- 
ation with divine grace essential, still, teachers must 
make use the natural means their disposal make 
easier for the pupils co-operate with that grace. 

hoped that perhaps some the suggestions con- 
tained this article will help, particularly high- 
school teachers molding the religious character and 
habits their students. not purpose deal 
with the content matter religious instruction, nor with 
the methods presentation, but rather outline few 
suggestions for making the daily lives the students 
harmonize with the doctrines they learn the classroom. 
The methods set forth this article have been use for 
seven eight years one Catholic high school for boys, 


complaint frequently heard, that spite 
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and those charge feel that some excellent results have 
been obtained. This centralized diocesan high school, 
taught exclusively secular priests. these methods 
have been successful one school there little reason 
suppose that they will not produce good results 
others. With some minor changes they would adapted 
also high schools for girls. 


Organization 


this plan the religious training the student 
done through general organization the entire student 
body. What name given this organization little 
consequence. Let call the Student Spiritual Council. 
The membership comprises every student the school. 
The priests who teach the religion classes are the modera- 
tors. The duty the annually elected student-officers 
act advisory board and assist the moderators 
promoting spiritual activities. Toward the end every 
month the student-officers meet with the moderators 
discuss the activities for the coming month. Besides the 
student-officers already mentioned, every class elects its 
student representative, whose duty assist the 
moderator that particular class. order that the stu- 
dents may have absolute confidence the moderators, 
the principal makes plain them that the moderators 
have voice the faculty meetings, and that they 
not enter into any discussions concerning individual stu- 
dents. Thus the students feel free speak any time 
their spiritual advisers, without any fear having 
their personal difficulties aired faculty meetings. 


Aims 

stated before, the purpose the Student Spiritual 
Council make the students enter more thoroughly 
into the life the Church. Not only are they encouraged 
attend Mass and receive the Sacraments frequently, 
but they are taught appreciate these gifts God. 
Emphasis placed the motives and proper prepara- 
tion, rather than the number times they approach 
the holy rail during month. they have the proper 
motives, the frequency reception will take care 
itself. 

Since these young men will later become the chief 
supporters the parishes which they reside, 
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insisted upon that they take active interest the 
societies and activities their own parishes. reli- 
gious societies, with the exception the Catholic Stu- 
dents’ Mission Crusade, are established the school, but 
the moderators keep touch with the pastors, that 
they can encourage the students co-operate with their 
pastors’ wishes regarding Communion Sundays, societies, 
club functions, and the like. Whenever novenas similar 
devotions are conducted the Council, the students 
must assist Mass and receive Holy Communion 
their parish churches. Many the pastors then report 
these matters the moderators. Thus there exists 
perfect co-operation between the school and pastors, and 
Catholic leadership for future use the parish de- 
veloped these growing young men. 


Means 

must have the necessary ability; must use tact; 
must know how meet people; must interested. 
The same true the religion teacher who hopes 
make his students their religion. the classroom 
must present the matter interesting and effective 
way, and outside the classroom must easily 
approached, kind, and interested everything which 
interests the students. That why the religion teachers 
should the moderators the Council and should not 
asked teach other subjects. Too frequently 
find every member our Catholic high-school faculties 
teaching class two religion. consequence, 
when finds himself pressed for time prepares his 
other subjects and feels that does not need preparation 
teach religion. This false assumption, and the evil 
effects will soon show themselves his classes. 
devotes his entire time the teaching religion will 
more interested and can more readily translate his 
teaching into the activities the Council. 

Interviews. One the chief avenues student 
guidance the private interview. The adviser must have 
personality and tact that the student will freely come 
him and feel that the adviser sympathetic with his 
problems. Naturally most problems high-school stu- 
dents resolve themselves into questions conscience and 
vocation. their age new world opening before their 
eyes, and sympathetic and prudent adviser can often 
accomplish more one interview than can 
entire semester classes. 

Sometimes may difficult win the confidence 
the students, especially the teacher new the 
class. Hence, little schemes must devised whereby 
becomes easier for the student “to break the One 
priest teaching juniors high school used the following 
method: One day entered his religion classroom and 
told the boys his willingness help them matters 
conscience, vocation, etc., and reassured them that 
whatever they might tell him would regarded him 
matter absolute secrecy. ended his talk 
telling them that caught one them shooting 
paper wad would “box his ears,” but that same boy 
came voluntarily him and told him that had made 
ten bad confessions, would treat him with the utmost 
kindness and consideration. Then instructed the class 
take pencil and paper and write anything they pleased, 
the Our Father, few lines poetry, there was 
something their minds which they wished discuss 
with him, give indication that. All the papers 
were then taken the teacher and opened private. 
his amazement, approximately fifty per cent the 
class had used this means letting him know that they 
wanted speak him privately. From this point 
was easy matter. arranged interviews with them. 
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was easy attack the problem because the papers 
gave the adviser clue the difficulties. When the inter- 
view was terminated, the adviser returned the paper 
the student who could dispose any way wished. 
Later, many them returned voluntarily seek further 
advice from their newly discovered friend. 

The success which the moderator adviser will have 
such interviews depends great extent upon his 
interest and attitude mind. considers 
drudgery will waste time for him, and the stu- 
dent will derive benefit. the other hand, 
sincere and this work spirit humil- 
ity and charity God will bless his efforts. 

Confessions. educator will deny that the con- 
fessional affords the greatest opportunity for student 
guidance. When the Catholic student comes into the 
confessional unburden his soul and seek advice, 
clay the molder’s hands. Every condition favor- 
able. disposed receive the sacramental grace; 
comes his own volition; humbly confesses his 
own shortcomings; resolved avoid his mistakes 
how correct his faults, and literally thirsts for 
advice. Would then not sinful cruelty send him 
away with sacramental absolution, but without kind 
words advice aid him overcoming the tempta- 
tions that will most certainly assail him again? Prudent 
confessors have saved millions young people from lives 
sin and crime, and made them stalwart soldiers the 
army Christ. opportunity receiving the sacra- 
ment penance should therefore afforded frequently 
all students high school. advisable post 
conspicuous place the office hours each moderator, 
that the students will know when they can 
confession consult with their advisers. But let the 
adviser not consider these hours sacred that will 
not see the students other times well. never 
know what time our help may most needed. 

may inclined say that these students can 
confession Saturdays their own parish churches. 
That true, and for the most part they will so, but 
there will some who will hesitate seek advice 
the confessional Saturdays because they feel that the 
priest too busy give them much time, they fear 
being noticed those waiting confession. Then 
too, being thrown into daily contact with the religion 
teacher the students may have greater confidence him 
than the priest whom they see only occasionally the 
altar, and they prefer have their confessor the 
same man who their adviser interviews. The sacra- 
ment penance one God’s great gifts man, and 
for the priest dealing with students source great 
consolation. 

Retreats. school year complete without 
spiritual retreat. Holy Mother, the Church, continu- 
ously placing before the minds the faithful the benefits 
the spiritual rejuvenation derived from the exer- 
cises retreats. expect encourage laboring men, 
business and professional people leave their families 
and daily tasks for period time order refresh 
themselves spiritually with retreat, then must teach 
our young people the value such practice. 

Usually will found that the most opportune time 
for three-day retreat will immediately after the 
midyear examinations. this time half the year’s 
work completed and the break classes will ben- 
eficial both body and soul. The students’ minds should 
prepared, the sense that the nature and purpose 
retreat explained them. For week previous 
the retreat prayer might said daily class ask- 
ing God for His choice blessings the retreat. 
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The choice retreat master important. man 
who thoroughly understands and sympathizes with young 
people should selected. One nian might excellent 
for priests’ sisters’ retreat, and yet entirely un- 
suitable for high-school boys girls. The order exer- 
cises must determined according the wishes the 
retreat master and the facilities the school. Where the 
school not equipped with chapel may prefer- 
able convert the gymnasium into temporary chapel, 
rather than take the students off the campus. Taking 
them off the campus may new source distraction 
them. Conducting the exercises close succession 
without too much free time advisable because boys and 
girls that age find difficult meditate for long 
periods time, and would soon find 
occupations. Above all things, should impressed 
upon them, that although they are excused from the 
study their books, the three days retreat are the 
most important days the school calendar. 

Novenas. encourage the students 
devotions, two novenas are conducted annually. The first 
“Novena for Parents,” spiritual Christmas gift 
from the students their parents. begun nine 
days previous the close school for the Christmas 
holidays. consists daily attendance Mass and 
daily reception Holy Communion their parish 
churches. the ninth day the novena closes with solemn 
high Mass, reception Holy Communion the entire 
student body, solemn Benediction with the Blessed Sacra- 
ment, and singing Christmas carols. This closing cere- 
mony held one the parish churches near the 
school. The second novena “State Life Novena,” 
usually held sometime May. During these nine days 
the students are asked give serious consideration 
the question the state life that God wishes them 
embrace. Daily attendance Mass and daily reception 
Holy Communion again encouraged. copy one 
the famous vocational pictures Chambers dis- 
played the classroom and every religion period 
opened with the following indulgenced prayer from the 
Raccolta:

God, Thou Who art the God wisdom and 
counsel, Thou Who readest heart the sincere will 
please Thee alone, and govern myself with regard 
choice state life, entirely conformity with Thy 
most holy desire; grant me, the intercession the most 
blessed Virgin, Mother, and holy patrons, especially 
St. Joseph and St. Aloysius, the grace know what state 
ought choose, and when known embrace it, that 
may able pursue and increase Thy glory, work 
out salvation, and merit that heavenly reward which 
Thou hast promised those who Thy holy will. Amen. 


Lenten Practices. During the penitential season 
Lent have excellent opportunity impressing upon 
the minds students the necessity mortification and 
prayer. many Catholics seem have the idea that 
for some reason other they are excused from the laws 
fasting and abstinence, they are thereby also excused 
from other forms voluntary penance. The Gospel 
(Luke xiii. tells us: “Unless you penance, you 
shall all likewise and this fact must taught 
our young people expect them carry the 
fight against temptation and sin. They are age 
when their hearts are generous, and teachers need only 
point out opportunities penance them. For example, 
the spirit the season opposed shows, dances, etc. 
now, why not conduct Lenten denial fund for the 
missions and ask them contribute this fund what- 
ever money they would spend such amusements dur- 
ing this time? They would thus combine two good works, 
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self-denial and almsgiving. They should also en- 
couraged attend evening devotions their parish 
churches and hear Mass and receive Holy Communion 
daily. Impress upon them that Holy Thursday and Good 
Friday are not mere free days, but days which the 
Church commemorates two great mysteries our Faith. 
one boys’ school the teachers recommended absolute 
silence from twelve three o’clock Good Friday 
reparation for sins the tongue committed school. 
These and similar practices will help form true Chris- 
tian character, much needed the world today. 

May and October Devotions. Every practical Cath- 
olic knows the unusual value daily devotion the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. this our day, when such 
alarming degree modern life and custom has taken away 
the safeguards youth, when temptations threaten 
the morals our young men and women, they can have 
greater fortress strength than that which they will 
find the Holy Mother God. She pleads with them 
seek refuge her power. The two most beautiful 
months the year, May and October, lend themselves 
special manner practice devotion her honor. 
Again, the students should encouraged attend daily 
Mass and the evening devotions their parish churches. 
little grotto built the school grounds their own 
hands, and daily visit that shrine recom- 
mended. student should any time found without 
rosary his person, and these two months are excellent 
times form the habit. special intention, might 
suggested, that the students offer their May devo- 
tions that Mary may protect them against the tempta- 
tions which will assail them during the vacation months. 

Bulletins. The printed word will sometimes 
produce effects where the spoken word fails. mimeo- 
graphed daily, semiweekly, weekly bulletin can 
used advantage correcting abuses, inspiring ideals, 
and promoting school spirit. They will form connecting 
link between the various activities the school, and 
between the faculty and the students. attractive 
the bulletins must written easy and conversa- 
tional style. Sometimes cartoon sketch wisely chosen 
will better than much reading matter. the bottom 
each bulletin enough space should reserved for the 
prayer intentions the students. box may placed 
somewhere the building into which they can place 
their intentions; thus, for example, John Master’s father 
died; and the bottom the next bulletin appears the 
notice: Intention: Please pray for the repose 
the soul George Master, father John Master 3-D.” 
Thus the students are reminded their duty pray 
their fellow students’ intentions. 

One the moderators should write most the articles 
but can readily assisted some the more gifted 
students. The topics may run series, they may 
chosen random the needs the students demand. 
The following titles are varied nature: 
Rosary,” “Asking and Giving,’ “What Happens 
Football Huddle,” Supernatural Gold,” “Lin- 
coln’s Birthday,” “Manners Church,” “Last Night’s 
Game,” “Believe “You are Your Brother’s 
Keeper,” “The State Life Novena.” 

Pamphlets. The kind reading matter found 
boy’s room will frequently give index his char- 
acter, and one interested young people can afford 
neglect guide them this matter. Therefore, the 
high-school library should competent hands, that 
only good literature goes the shelves and that these 
young people’s tastes are properly cultivated. The libra- 
rian, however, comes into contact only with some the 
students, for find that quite large percentage 
them not make use the library except insofar 
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they are compelled through assignments. But 
the religion teachers can reach all the students through 
their classes, having circulating pamphlet libraries 
their classrooms. its very nature pamphlet brief 
and concise, and therefore more attractive than the large 
volumes the library shelves. From the vast variety 
pamphlets the market the teacher can select such 
topics feels wiil most beneficial and interesting 
his class. Naturally, most them will reli- 
gious nature, such the lives saints, apologetics, 
history, character training, etc. The pamphlets can 
numbered according titles and kept any closet 
bookcase that happens the room. list the 
members the class should given one the stu- 
dents who will act librarian. one day each week, 
before after class, the pamphlets can exchanged. 
this way the teacher will know who reading them 
and what type they are most interested. this 
circulating pamphlet library properly handled the 
teacher will soon discover that many those who never 
seldom read book will eagerly read one two 
pamphlets week. 

10. Pledge Cards. encourage the frequent recep- 
tion Holy Communion, devotion the Blessed Sacra- 
ment, devotion our Blessed Lady, and arouse 
interest missionary work, may again appeal the 
generosity our young people. They indeed recognize 
the necessity these practices, but still they need 
definite motive spur them on. Therefore, can 
classify them Knights the Blessed Sacrament, 
Knights the Guard Honor, Knights Our Blessed 
Lady, and Knights the Missions. The duties each 
are explained and pledge card given each student, 
and retained him.

The students carefully mark their cards and sign their 
names. the reverse side the cards space provided 
that every month they can mark the percentage 
faithfulness their promises. This system checking 
themselves eliminates the quasi-satisfaction that 
comes from guessing “that they’ve done fairly well.” 
Month after month the cold figures stare them the 
face telling them exactly how poorly how well they 
have done. From time time they should reminded 
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their promises, lest they mislay their pledge cards 
and lose interest them. 
11. Lectures. Besides being well informed 


-requisites for the many professions for which the stu- 


dents may wish continue their studies after they leave 
high school, the moderators should strive provide occa- 
sional lectures good Catholic professional men. Thus, 
doctor might speak them the need the medical 
field Catholic doctors who will respect and observe 
sound principles the practice medicine and surgery. 
The lawyer might speak them the necessity up- 
holding justice and coming the rescue the oppressed 
and downtrodden. The artist might speak them 
Catholic art and architecture. this manner the students 
would come into actual contact with the outstanding men 
the various professions and trades, and obtain much 
useful and interesting first-hand information from them. 

Since certain percentage the students will 
college after graduation, well bring representa- 
tives various Catholic colleges and universities in- 
fluence the students attend these schools rather than 
state institutions. are all aware the great danger 
souls which lurks within the walls many our state 
institutions, and must all our power protect 
the faith and morals these young people. 


Results Obtained 


Just impossible estimate the exact spiritual 
impossible estimate the exact fruits the afore- 
mentioned means student guidance. The fruits both 
cases, great extent, are intangible. And yet, great 
many contrite souls present themselves for absolution 
after having listened eloquent sermon repentance, 
can safely say that the sermon was instrumental 
bringing the grace God these souls. too, there 
are certain external signs accompanying the use these 
means, can again safely say that these have been in- 
strumental bringing the grace God the students. 

Permit refer again the particular boys’ high 
school mentioned the beginning this article. Previous 
the thorough organization the Student Spiritual 
Council unsigned questionnaire showed that con- 
siderable percentage the students did not receive Holy 
Communion more than five six times year, whereas 
recent unsigned questionnaire showed that this group 
has dwindled less than three per cent, and that the 
average for the whole student body more than once 
week. Pastors have reported very substantial increase 
the number daily Communions, especially during 
Advent, Lent, May, October, and during novenas. The 
various athletic teams, following the example the 
Notre Dame football squad, made practice receive 
Holy Communion before contests. their way home 
from school, boys are noticed making visits our Lord 
the Blessed Sacrament, some near-by church. 

Regardless the fact that sometimes said that 
vocations the holy priesthood are more numerous dur- 
ing times stress such the world has seen recent 
years, this school average yearly attendance 550 
boys, must thank God for vocations the priesthood 
during the past six years. These young men are now 
studying various religious and diocesan seminaries. 

general, the practice virtue and religion more 
evidence, also the spirit study. The scholastic 
honor roll has increased size from year year and the 
standards learning have been raised. The recent un- 
signed questionnaire gives conclusive evidence that the 
students themselves appreciate the help and guidance 
which has been given them. 
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Conclusion 


Who has not noticed the changes which take place 
boys and girls during their high-school years? fresh- 
man year they are children, and yet, only four years 
later when they are graduated, they are young men and 
young women. Those four years present golden oppor- 
tunity the teacher mold their character, instill 
virtues, make them dutiful members the Church, 
and leaders virtuous citizenship. 

Sometimes may feel that the students resent the 
intimate unceasing prodding into their spiritual and 
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temporal affairs which necessary this guidance. But 
this not true; the contrary, they like it, provided 
the interest shown them wholehearted and sincere. 
And one will sense this quicker than they. Sympa- 
thetic guidance this critical period life will win their 
lasting friendship and will have permanent influence 
upon them. Let the teacher high-school religion remem- 
ber then, that examination grades mean very little. 
the end the term they have averaged one hundred per 
cent their grades, but are not better Catholics, the 
course has been failure, but has led them little 
nearer God, has done truly noble deed.

The 
ecclesiastical year may fitted the course, instead 
fitting the course the ecclesiastical year; that is, 
eternal values may found the reading matter, and 
stressed side side with the literary values. 

The method procedure will find much 
material vitalize the religious truths presented 
possible: find poems, stories, essays, and other types 
literature study, for instance, conjointly with the 
liturgy the Mass for St. Valentine’s day. The greater 
the variety, the greater the possibility make allowance 
for difference teacher personality and pupil receptiv- 
ity, presenting and receiving the truth taught the 
life the priest-martyr whose love for Christ knew not 
even the limit death. unit will concerned with the 
reading material and composition topics, written and 
oral, based suggested the reading material. Any 
one unit may elaborated into project for week, 
month, depending again, the pupils’ attitude and the 
teacher’s personality. These factors will determine

February may serve illustration. There the 
Feast the Purification the Blessed Virgin, with its 
numerous possibilities: the symbolism liturgical 
beauty the blessing the candles, the old man Simeon 
and his dimittis; the “light the revelation the 
Gentiles,” and the mission field; and Mary’s life the 
light this feast.

glance will tell that detailed discussion and correla- 
tion every feast the ecclesiastical year during the 
ten school months impossible. After touching upon and 
utilizing the important feasts, from the lesser feasts those 
will chosen that appear have special appeal for 
the students. 

But will not the continuous stressing things religious 
become tiresome high-school seniors? the appetite 
whetted with eating, subject with such innate 
power and beauty will grow interest the student 
his acquaintance with the subject grows.

material chosen. The teacher herself must sensitively 
alert for responses and reaction; intelligently alert

and creative. When say mean the minimum 
direction should given representational work, and 
this minimum should confined the objects, 
including light and space, and not apply almost wholly 
technique does present. Teach the pupils look, 
and feel; and point qualities such roundness, 
ness, hardness, shininess, and on, but allow them evolve 
individual technique their own. design, direction 
should enforce the necessity for orderly arrangement, pleas- 
ing arrangement, definitive drawing generalized forms 
abstractions, and beauty through ornament for 
some useful purpose. few modes enrichment must also 
given. But picture-making direction not only un- 
necessary, but unwise. Give the right kind subject, and 
different subject each child, and leave them express 
their own ideas their own way. Landscape suitable 
only for fifth and sixth classes, and must directed some 
extent. Larger sheets paper should used, and they 
should varied shape and proportion. Different types 
paper could used, such brown paper, sugar paper, white 
lining paper, and on; all cheaper than 
This, with greater freedom the use materials, more 
freedom technique and treatment, and far less direction, 
will revolutionize our art work. occasional lecture neces- 
sary, but must well considered and carefully prepared. 
Otherwise, waste time and energy. mind, 
teachers often think too much themselves and too little 
the child. mean, they aim too much adult standards 
excellence, fail teach effectively censtructional drawing 
and the “qualities” reality and not seem aware 
that child’s reactions nature and art are progressive, and 
strictly accordance with age and sex. They must under- 
stand that the whole fabric the art teaching depends 
upon child’s reaction it, and that reaction, turn, 
depends upon the interest value the child the subject 
chosen. There are different stages development common 
all children, and these determine their interests and, 
consequently, their powers expression. For example, boys 
about years age usually like drawing motor cars, 
airplanes, and ships, while girls the same age like drawing 
plant forms, and, preferably, flowers. Figure drawing inter- 
ests them about nine years age, when interest usually 
flags; particularly with girls. After nine years age only 
exceptional girls choose draw human figures. Most vehicles 
have but little interest for children after six years age; 
and houses and animals generally fail attract them after

Religion must produce supernatural 
quality the life the soul. the initiation, 
maintenance and development this life grace 
the soul that religious instruction and training aims 
develop the individual’s life. must affect his 
mind, his will, his heart, and his body. the reign 
Christ the entire life the individual. The range 
religious experience, training, and instruction must 
include doctrinal instruction, Bible and Church his- 
tory, the liturgy, religious poetry, religious art, reli- 
gious practices, and the daily life the student. All 
these must related organic unity they 
are maximumly effective. Moreover, the religious 
outlook and the religious philosophy life must per- 
meate all other subjects without violating their prin- 
ciples intellectual organization. 


Real Student Guidance 


There emphasis Father Koenig’s frank 
article this issue “Student Guidance Cath- 
olic High Schools” that are pleased have the 
opportunity emphasizing. the emphasis the 
Christian formation the student. the directing 
religious instruction and knowledge this end.

Editor’s Note. These symbolic drawings with the accompany- 
ing explanation the symbols provide excellent means 
explaining the principal doctrines regarding the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost. 

When study the Holy Mass, study which literally end- 
less, shall see how this Holy Sacrifice sustains the life 
the soul. Each word and each action have symbolic meaning 
and therefore the mystic significance deep and varied. Someone 
has said that all printed and written matter the teaching 
the Catholic religion were lost the Church, observing 
the ritual the services could reconstruct all the doctrine; 
this because each act and ceremony expresses some symbolic 
meaning. 


The first article the Creed is: believe one God, the 
Father Creator heaven and earth, and all things 
visible and invisible.’ Here Figure represented hand 
which indicates that all things are made the creative hand, 
the omnipotence God. often use the expression “the hand 
God” when mean that Divine Providence has directed 
certain event. Since the hands men are the instruments which 
they perform their work and fashion their products, the hand 
fitting symbol for the creative act God. The circle which sur- 
rounds the hand indicates God’s Infinite Deity. Just the circle 
has beginning and end, the Infinite Being has beginning 
and end; express this thought usually saying that God 
eternal. The triangle which the circle inclosed symbolizes the 
Three Divine Persons God. The invisible creation pictured 
the angels and the visible creation represented sun, 
moon, stars, earth, and water. 

The larger part the Credo concerns our Lord Jesus Christ. 
This because deeper mystery than the creation all 
things.

Not long ago complained print that most general reference 
books animals, natural histor.es, come from Europe. They, 
therefore, stress animals the Old World and ignore many 
direct concern American pupils and teachers. 

answer this complaint comes Parade the 
Kingdom, Robert Hegner (Macmillan, $7.50). Written 
outstanding American teacher, and com- 
prehensive, yet free from technicality that any sixth grader 
may use it. deals chiefly with animals our own hills, shores, 
and prairies, telling what they look how they live, and 
wherein they affect man. More than 700 excellent pictures tell 
what the text cannot and help make the book one that every 
school library should have. 

Also recommended Roberts’ Bird Portraits Color 
(University Minnesota Press, $2.50 $3.50), reprinting 
the fine plates first used illustrate Dr. Roberts’ work Min- 
nesota birds. The text too brief very helpful, but the 
who wants good colored pictures can find rival 
these. 

The textual information lacking Dr. Roberts’ book may 
secured from number systematic manuals from Herrick’s 
Wild Birds Home (Appleton-Century, $4). Mating, nest build- 
ing, care young, are Professor Herrick’s 
chief concerns, and deals with them authoritatively, yet 
nontechnical language quite within the range 
students.

attention themselves. Such studies would make you scientists 
diction, not artists diction. 

What you especially need order gain vocabulary for 
use read with vision. mean that you should vision the 
reality when you meet the word. You mastered the names 
thousand objects about you because you attached the name 
them their very presence. That you should for all names. 
Just here and now you can see with your mind’s eye the 
objects another room the seashore and can attach the 
proper names them, you should for words. Vision the 
objects; recall particular species find some resemblance 
what you know. good teacher always saying, “For instance” 
and “It just like this.” You should the same when you 
are teaching yourself the use vocabulary. that way you 
are working like the poet whom Shakespeare describes: 


“As imagination bodies forth 
The forms things unknown, the poet’s pen 
Turns them shapes and gives airy nothing 
local habitation and name.” 


you ever work out cross-word puzzles, you will find that 
letter two will suggest the word. you vision the object 
when you read the word, the word will come back tongue 
pen when composition you think the object. 

Take for example line verse, because poet deals mostly 
with pictures you can see, and because you can find whole 
thought, unit expression single line. Remember that you 
should always deal with wholes, with units, with sentence 
paragraph, with lines stanzas, with epigrams, longer writing, 
because nowhere else there real, actual language. Take the line 
the poet Gray: “The lowing herd wind slowly o’er the lea,” 
line found his “Elegy Country Churchyard.” Listen 
with your mental ear the mooing cow, you have ever 
heard the lowing cows. not, then you will say yourself 
that sound cows, like the bark for dogs. Then see 
number cows, that the herd. Cows keep together. “Forty 
feeding one,” Wordsworth describes them. Have you ever seen 
cow-path? true that old streets, like Fordham Road, 
follow the cow-paths farming days? any rate, cows 
wind, and years ago Homer said that they had revolving legs 
gait. Watch the herd cows wind slowly. Only 
frightened cows run. And where are they winding? Over the lea 
grassy meadow where they would feeding the grass, 
unless were home-coming time when they return milked. 

Gray has given you the right names for sound and number 
and movement and place cows. Now, under the guidance 
master vou turn write you have just read with your 
imagination. Picture then, number flies, watch what they 
and where they are, and put what you see the right words 
for sound, and group, and action, and manner, and place; and 
write, buzzing swarm flies settle thickly the food 
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the refuse can.” Try like sentences about other animals 
insects about men gathered for any purpose, as, cheering 
throng students crowded with joy the football field.” “The 
silent school fishes glided swiftly through the water.”

Religion Teaching and Practice 

Rev. Rudolph Bandas, Ph.D., Cloth, 118 
pp., 1935. Joseph Wagner, Inc., New York City, 

Dr. Rudolph Bandas has done Catholic education real 
service his standard work “Catechetical Methods,” which 
deals rather comprehensively with the problem standard 
methods teaching religion. This book intended for well- 
organized religious instruction the schools. 

now publishes new book, somewhat the nature 
summary the larger work, intended, one infers from the text 
itself, for the lay catechist. The problem, sees it, that 
per cent the Catholic children are parochial schools, 
and per cent are not. Another way stating this fact that 
there are 2,000,000 Catholic children the public schools. 
the high-school level there are only per cent the Catholic 
children high-school age Catholic high schools. This addi- 
tional notable fact points out: that Catholics are spending, 
relatively speaking, about per cent their resources for Cath- 
olic schools, and per cent for the religious instruction children 
the public schools where, taking the whole range elementary- 
and secondary-school instruction, more the Catholic children 
are. Seemingly arguing against this situation, Dr. Bandas goes 
say: “Yet, the latter too are baptized; they are the children 
God and heirs heaven. For them Christ also died.” 

points out this connection the need for the layman 
participating certain manner the hierarchial apostolate. 
The mission the hierarchy, says, threefold, teach, 
rule, sanctify. The layman may share the last two only 
limited degree, but greater degree the first, when 
approved and appointed the ordinary the diocese. The laity

The rest the text given over the advantages 
catechetical instruction, the Confraternity Christian Doctrine, 
and the vacation schools (pp. 69-104). appendix the book 
contains the Decree the Sacred Congregation the Council 
the promotion Catechetical Instruction, April 1935 
(pp. 105-118). 

The book source very many practical suggestions 
the art catechization, such (1) the need for preparation 
the teacher; (2) the quality life the teacher must lead; (3) 
while the Catechism secures unity and purity doctrine, the 
mere memorizing the abstract and often difficult answers 
the Catechism neither pedagogically nor psychologically sound; 
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(4) the suggestion that the child might repeat parrotlike now 
the words and later come understanding them, 
suggests the answer: “As well might one say, fill infant’s 
stomach with beefsteak; when grows will digest it.” 

There detailed discussion the use models, statues, 
pictures, graphic representations, blackboard drawings, and other 
representations, and other projects. The beginning instruction 
with story commended and the example the Bible used 
show the basis the contemporary pedagogy. The parables 
are used illustration how Christ taught the people from 
their own life experiences. 

already remarked, the chapter the application conduct 
one the best, and indicates this chapter point that 
often knowledge does not necessarily mean 
virtue.

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Acoustical Treatment Schools 
Horace Frommelt, M.A., E.E. 


The importance acoustical treatment schools cannot 
overemphas zed, because the fact that the chief function 
the school instruction which comes largely word mouth 
and listening. The acoustical outcome school building, 
any other will depend large measure upon the 
degree technical skill, experience, and scientific acoustical 
edge applied analyzing the conditions corrected. 

analyzing the acoustics most schoolrooms, the formula 
and methods used are simple, and all that necessary 
edge ordinary mathematics and the good judg- 
ment. Acoustical difficulties are largely due what known 
excessive reverberation. Reverberation caused the 
reflection sound waves, which spread from their source 
spherical waves speed approximately 1100 feet per second. 
Ordinary and ceilings reflect about per cent the 
sound energy that strikes them, the other per cent the 
energy absorbed. The sound waves continue reflected 
for many seconds before enough the energy absorbed 
make the sound inaudible. This prolongation the sound 
known reverberation. Some reverberation necessary satisfy 
our tastes and auditory habit, and the desired amount 
reverberation found experiment increase with the 
size the room. 

acoustical analysis room the period reverberation 
determined the Sabine formula, which is:

These figures show that the acceptable time reverberation 
will reached for both half audience and maximum audience.

The rooms which 
should given the principal consideration are: classrooms, lecture 
music rooms, auditorium, gymnasium, cafeteria, 
rooms, office rooms, and corridors.

not be recommended); Owney the Postal Dog, a true stury of a famous dog 
traveler; Fire! Fire!, how the firemen work; Maria Mello and Her Monkey, 
by Virginia Whitlock, children of the Brazilian jungles and ‘heir pet monkey; 
Poems of Today (Book One), compiled by Anne E. Moore and _ illustrated 
Jean MacPherson. delightful collection poems for children many 
poets.

These suggestions for developing courses of study in geography represent 
several years of work by a committee of outstanding schoolmen of the State 
of Pennsylvania.
